The Opinion Is Expressed Thai 
Force 
Mill Hate lo Ile Used Before 
the Cuban Army (YIU Ever 
Be disbanded. 


W ashington, May HI—H igh officials 
in the war departm ent are reluctant to 
discuss the Cuban situation. 
The dis­ 
patch of the Assoriate<l Press which 
states th at Gomez was through with 
having anything to do w ith the distri 
batlon of American money for the Cu­ 
ban army, was read w ith interest, but 
did not cause much surprise among 
arm y officers who are well informed 
about the Cubans, especially those who 
are known as “soldiers of fortune” and 
who have been bitterly disappointed lo ­ 
calise the island was not turned over to 
them im m ediately after 
the Spanish 
surrender. 
There is an impression also 
th at the intention of General Brooke to 
see that the #8,000,000 is distributed 
among all the Cuban troops has caused 
disappointm ent among die many “gen­ 
erals" and other high officials, who were 
evidently expecting to secure a largo 
share of the money. 
The belief was expressed th at the sit­ 
uation in Cuba is serious and th at care­ 
ful diplom atic m anagem ent will 
be 
needed. 
It was stated th at no orders would lie 
issued to General Brooke as he had am ­ 
ple authority to deal wdth any situation 
which m ight arise. 
There seems to be 
a l>elief th at General Gomez has con­ 
tributed to the delay in the paym ent of 
the money. 
The news from H avana is anything 
but encouraging, but it is anything but 
surprising to those who have watched 
closely the trend of events in th a t is­ 
land. 
The departm ent has from time 
to time given out reports asserting that 
m atters were getting along all right, 
but those who are acquainted w ith the 
stereotyped opinions of the w ar depart­ 
ment, have not at all times taken these 
statem ents w ithout qualification. 
Long ago these dispatches gave good 
arm y opinions th a t Cuba was a hard 
problem, bureau statem ents to the con­ 
trary notwithstanding. 
Now- comes the announcem ent th at 
Gomez has flickered. 
This is held to 
mean th at he has yielded to the pressure 
of the cabal of so-called m ilitary leaders, 
who have expected to set up a sort of 
m ilitary governm ent under the outw ard 
form of a republic and plunder the 
people of Cuba all along the line. 
Tile socalled Cuban arm y howled for 
American money until the proposition 
was 
subm itted for 
giving 
up 
of 
arms. 
Now the mask is raised and it 
is shown th a t the arm y men, who a t the 
beginning asserted th at it was folly to 
donate $8,OOO,ODO of American money to 
the Cubans was about right. 
From 
present indications this money will never 
get into the hands of the Cubana, and 
before long it will become apparent that 
disarm am ent will have to be accom­ 
plished by force. 


New York. May Hi. - The Herald’s 
H avana correspondent telegraph- the 
situation there has become most alarm ­ 
ing to all appearances and the ( chaus 
are about to n u k e armed manifestation « 
against the United S ta te s and its Hindu 
of governing the islands, although tho 
conservative elem ent still hopes for 
peaceful arrangem ents. 
This state of 
affairs which was brought abruptly to 
a head last Saturday, a partial quarrel 
between General Gomez and Governor 
General Brooke, has been form ing for 
the last two months. 
The first move 
has been made by the arm y and it will 
probably Im? supported by tho Cubans, 
The arm y which is really ropreiented, 
although many dispute his authority, by 
Gomez, is particularly bitter against 
Governor General Brooke and his jwili- 
cy. 
The soldiers declare they have been 
miserably fooled and trapped by the 
Americans. 
They look upon the ex­ 
change of guns for #75 as an ignomin­ 
ious transaction for them, its they have 
not been defeated by the Americans, 
consequently they refuse to exchange. 
Some persons say the determ ination of 
the arm y not to surrender is tho out­ 
come of General Brooke’S refusal to sanc­ 
tion General Gomez' plan for a Cuban 
m ilitia. 
At the Cuban headquarters the 
•tate me ut is indignantly denied, partic­ 
ularly by Gomel, who, however, refuses 
to discuss the present situation. 
One of 
Gomez’ most prom inent officers said: 
“General Gomez was brought to this 
city through the influence of Mr. Porter. 
He was told at th at time he was wanted 
in H avana to help G eneral Brooke es­ 
tablish a governm ent for the Cubans, 
which would have no other basis than 
freedom and indotiendenee. 
He was 
miserably fooled! He has been ridn- 
culed for the m atm er in which he has 
been treated by Bn Kike. 
He has on ac­ 
count of his intim acy w ith the Amer­ 
ican general, lost popularity w ith the 
Cubans, who say ho has been a traitor 
to their canst1 This was part of Brooke’s 
scheme. 
He wished to render Gomez 
useless in order th a t he m ight w ith 
further ease, follow out the orders from 
W ashington. 
Gomez and his men are 
disliked and unpopular today, and he 
has 
no 
influence. 
A 
recommen­ 
dation 
from him does 
more 
harm 
than 
good. 
Cubans 
im agine 
he 
has been 
working for 
annexation. 
He will prove contrary this week when 
he publishes a letter which has been ex­ 
changed between 
him and 
General 
Brooke and President McKinley. 
After 
he has done this the general 
ill prob- 
aly leave the island. 
He has not a pen­ 
ny. 
He lives on charity. 
In fact, we 
are all doing the same. 
Gomez was 
forced to dismiss his staff, as he did not 
have food for them. 
They are looking 
for work. 
()ne colonel has been made 
policeman w ith a salary of #h2 a month. 
All of Gomez’ enemies have splendid 
positions, while his officers and men 
starve.”
